And I wanted 
to appeal so strongly to the men 
for something they could do to help 
that. most desolate, heartbreaking, 
Rassia—at all events, those who 
-are helping her—the Czechs. They 
do need distractions and amuse- 
ments so badly, and they have 
nothing. This may seem to you 
trivial, but it is vital. These men 
have been fighting for 4 years, and 
for that time have had no news of 
those they have left behind. Many 
have shell-shock, some are paralyz- 
ed, others .mutilated—all, need 
cheering, and we had nothing. I 


through the’ long days and even- 
ings, with nothing to relieve their 
brooding’: over ‘their terrible

“PEOPLE ARE RESTLESS. 

IT knew when I arrived, Decem- 
~ ber 19, that I was too late for the 
wild rejoicing following the 
armistice, but I did expect to find 

. another order of tranquility, not 
the lofty serenity of a tempered 
people with much yet to endure, 
“bat a happy and possibly radiant 
temper that would create as 
memorable an atmosphere as that 
W196. I find nvthing of the 
sort.’ 

With the sole exception of the 
twenty-four hours immediately 
after President Wilson's arrival 
I have found the French people 
restless, dissatisfied, anxious. The 
air of winding themselves up and 
pushing themselves along was 
noticeable in the throngs on the 
street and in the great shops, 
even on the day and night before 
Christmas. 

The shops were blazing with 
electricity, both within and with- 
out, in the fashion of our own 

proadway The people were 

uying and prom enading, but their 

+ faces were grim or sullen. No- 
where did I see the joy or the light 
irresponsibility of the season. 

- Itistrue that very many wo- 
men were in black, that no one 
thought of the living without sad,

Bur, although one can almost 
see the legions of dead pressing

hands of a few fallible men, all of 
whom have made mistakes, one 
ceases to marvel that the French 
women, who have so hrarely 
struggled with the bitterness of 
death these past four years in the 
hope, of ‘ultimate recompense, 
should be too full of resentment 
and anxiety, too disgusted to re- 
joice with a whole heart over an 
armistice that leaves the enemy 
crippled but slapping himself on 
the back 

Ten days more and there would 
have been a victory that would 
have crushed Germany to the 
earth avenged every wrong 
and insured external peace 
for France fora century at last. 
Is it to be wondered at that they 
resent the armistice ? 

WOMEN ARE TERRORS. 

It will be remembered that the 
women of the lower classes of 
France were more vicious and 
tearsome than the men during 
Reign of Terror and even during 
the Commune. Mingled with the 
fear of what would happen if the 
Socialists got the upper hand and |’ 
demobilised the troop’s abruptly 
is a growing apprehension of the}, 
stand that. the women of the 
working class may take. 

There are grievances past and 
apprehended. The soldier in the 
trenches received 5 cents a day, 
his wife 20 to 30 cents a day, 
with about 15 cents for each 
child, in Paris, and 10 cents.in 
the provinces. Good Socialists, 
on the other hand, in favour with 
Albert Thomas, were withdrawn 
from the trenches and placed in 
munition’ factories where they 
earned from $3 to $4 day, their 
families receiving the same 
allocation as those of the soldiers 
risking their lives for 5 cents a 
day. 

Po tise a good old ‘American 
phrase, the women of the latter 
division have been “growing 
madder every minute,” for some 
time past and the. unpopular 
armistice has brought their 
grievance to a head. 

Many women of both classes, 
moreover have made high wages 
themselves in the -munition 
factories and find this source of 
revenue abruptly cut off. They 
are demanding tobe taken on in 
the factories for agricultural, im- 
plements and other necessaries 
of peace times, refusing flatly, 
vast numbers ef them, to slide 
backward to dependence and in-: 
- | significance. 

The women -whose husbands 
bad fat jobs. in the rear have 
saved a good deal of money, but 
those upon whose exertions the 
family was practically dependent, 
for an allocation did not go very 
far, could put little by, and there 
is naturally bad blood between 
those whé have sacrificed much 
and those whose only hardship 
has been highly remunerative 
work. 

‘The question of independence 

js all acute. A medieval law 
Sat exists in France that entitled 
a husband to his wife's earnings 
and gives him control of her pro- 
perty. unless it is otherwise stipul- 
ated in the marriage contract. 

After four year's absolute con- 
trol of home economies, ‘dispens- 
ing, aa they willed, making more 
‘money. in 2 “day than: their 


o 


and with a capacity for destruct- 
ive fury when fully roused that 
is unequaled by any race in. the 
world, should’ subside automati- 
cally at the declaration of peace 
and become mere creatures of the 
men. 
PARTNERS OF HUSBANDS. 

The women of the bourgeoisie 
were always partners of ther 
husbands, but there was nothing 
of the sort in the vast industrial 
class and in this: class lies the 
danger. 

Every now and then a deputy 
lifts -his voice in favour of the 
franchise for women, believing 
that if they are granted the power 
to vote and alter some of the 
musty old Iaws they will give less 
trouble in the end. It certainly 
will require all the tact men 
possess to divert,these fires seeth- 
ing at present below the surface, 
fed by memories of the agonies of 
the years of war and the appre- 
heénsion of what yet may be in 
store for France. 

These women have been inten- 
sely loyal to France, but they 
now have a strong inclination to 
by loyal to themselves and to: 
those “dependent upon them, 
,many of whom are legless, 
armless, and tubercular. “As 
men in all countries are not- 
toriously stupid where women are 
concerned, and as Frenchmen 
are, perhaps, the most conserva- 
tive of all, and the most deter- 
mined to keep women in her 
place and, maintain their own 
assendency, we may see’ some 
lively times as soon as the de- 
mobilisation is complete. 

One solution would be back to 


the soil restored homes and small} 


farms all over the rest of France, 
bought from the large proprietors 
willing to part with the land they 
can no longer find the mer to till, 

But here again the women'step 
in. 
‘are not going to be tempted by 
the landliord’s high wage, much 
less when they must doa large 
part of the work themselves. They 
perfer the towns, where they can 
go to the cinema and wear 
tight skirts and high heels. 
They do not .object to work 

‘it -is remunerative, -for 
they are an energetic and indust- 
rious race, but the time is gone 
by when they will work without 
reward, and after the most trying 
war of modern . times, during 
which they have made the 
acquaintance of far more than 
.loss and grief, they propose to 
have their full share in the 
rewards of peace. 

They have found themselv2s, 
and if the men are wise they will 
yield with what grace they van 
muster; otherwise they will have 
their eyes scratched out.

’ beset from the beginning of history. ‘The new system which we 
are to have is so stupendous, so full of change, that it is difficult to 
‘Tealise it in full. The possibilities are endless, but even now it is

First and foremost, the new order of things will sound the death. 
knell of war, that terrible scourge that has ravaged the world from 
the beginning of time.
